Xenophon in that dia⸗ 
logue intituled Tyrannus, ſeemeth of purpoſe 
to induce Hicro diſputing with Socrates, ofs 
ten repeting and confirming by bis owne er⸗ 
perience the pziaate and gieane eſtate of lyke: 
karte to excell the publique callyng of- offi- 
cers, and the high condition of noble menne: 
not only in tranquillitie ot mynde and eaſe 
of bodie: but oftentymes in competent and 
laudable wealth and riches. 

All theſe wiſe men did Well perceine that 
to erploite weigbtie aftfapzes, and to-guyde 
the common wealth, is a matter of much mo⸗ 
ment, enwꝛapped aboue all other kyndes of 
lyfe in infinite perillts and moſt deſperate and 


daungerous troubles, The Emperours of 


Rome 
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Rome haue well confirmed theſe things, koꝛ of 
fourtie of them nexte ſucceeding Iulius Cæſar, 
ſcarce ten dyed naturally in their beddes. And 
ſo much did men ſhunne that calling, the end 
whereof by txperience they okten did ſee to be 
tyther the pierſing woꝛde, 02 pꝛiuie poy⸗ 
ſon, that by coaifion oz conſtraint they ſup⸗ 
plyed the office. Jad in theſe our tymes, 
beyng no doubte the laſte and pꝛon age of 
the wozlde, wherein all lining thinges in 
ſtrength and might doe decaye, the-firma- 
ment and carth-growne olde, and in fozce 
and power ſpent, and (as it wert) woꝛne out, 

what other thing es ſer wee khan iniqui⸗ 
tie (accoꝛding to the woꝛde of Chiſt) to a⸗ 
bounde, and eſpecially diſobedience in all de⸗

Which pꝛetept Salomon the wyſeſt that ener 
was oz ſhal bee, txpoundeth at large in thys 
wyle . Curſe not the King, no not in thy 1. Reg. g. 
thought, neithet curſe the rich in thy bedcham⸗ Eccleli. 10. 
ber: fo the birds ot heauen ſal carie thy voice, 
EÞ which hath wings (hall declare p matter. 
foz p molt part think their loyaltie well 
diſcharged if they Mew not diſobedifce exter⸗ 
nally:neither doe they accompt it any offence 
if their hartes boyle with rancoz and malice. 
But Salomon ſaith,p matttr is far otherwile, 
ſbewing true and faithful obedience toconſill 
not only in the hand, but alſo in the harte: were 
hanea comon ſaying (thought is free)but that

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bath koꝛce befoze men only. For as mens lẽſes 
are ſo dull that they can not ſmell ſuch things 
incloſed ſo deepely in the moſte bid places of 
man: pet the bzeath and vnſanerye finell- of 
fhem perceth the clondes and afcendeth vp bes 


foze the maieſtie of God, foꝛ ſo mucht are im⸗ 


pozted iu Salomons Words, That which hath 
wings ſhall declare the matter. Tht ſcentenceof 
Ibycus appꝛoueth this ſentence. When lbycus 


fell into the handes of theeucs, and perceived 


that they would crutliy murder him, and law 
no man pꝛelent to reſkewe him: he happened 
to ſee a company of Cranes flying ouer their 
heads, who calling vp bis tyts and hads moſt 
lamentably and rarnelliy, pzayed them not to 
fuffer his death vnreuenged'. The theeues ſcs 
cretly laughed at that bis playntt. thinking it 
vnpoſſible that tuer the Crancs ſhauld bꝛing 
to ligbt that baynous facte and offence . But 
not long after,it happened two of theſe mur⸗ 
dercrs to ſitte on a benche in the Citit, when 
Cranes flying With anoyſe that way, ont of 
them (apde to his felowe ſkoffingly, Beholde: 
the reuengers of Ibycus: Which woꝛdes ont 
oꝛ two ſitting by ( wo bartely loued theman 
fo: his ſingutar learning a vertue)onerharde, 
and concrvning ſome fulpition, caultd — 
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two kelowes to be appzchended and impzilo⸗ 
ned, and laſtly with tounentes to be txami⸗ 
ned: Whercby the cruell murder was dilclo⸗ 
ſed, and they accozding to god bycus pꝛayer 
condemned and executed. Heere Salomons 
woꝛdes had their wozing. That which hath 
wings ſhall declare the matter. The wiſe king 
did well vnderſtand, and wee doe feele by our 
ſclues,tuaf Nafure being our parent;oz rather 
our ſtepdamt, hath poured into mankynd ſuch 
filthy froth and dꝛouſie dꝛegges, tbat wee doe 
not only iudge ſiniſterlit of others: but are te⸗ 
dioully 4 malitioufly bent to our ſoperiours: 
and out ok thoſe the ſinckes and puddclles, the 
raging floudts of murmuring and blaſphce- 
ming, ot ledition and rebellion; doe guſhe and 
bicatze. Salomon therefoze ſutweth the dutics 
of boneſt and kaithkull ſubieiftes, namely, that 
as often as they let any ſeditious Abſolon, oz 
{koznefull Caine, oꝛ rapling Semei, that then 
they ſhould be as u were deaffe; dumbe and 
blinde, that they ſhould bꝛydle their carnal ine 
clinations, that they ſhould giut no credite to 
rumours and tales, that they ſhould not con» 
teiut any tuill of Pzinces and rulets: but it 
they happely heare oꝛ ſee any ſpottes in them, 
to couer — the cloke or ignoꝛance and
